Music  majors  and  church 
musicians  around  the  state  will 
benefit  for  years  to  come  as  a  result  of 
the  $1  million  endowed  gift  given  to 
CSU  this  spring  by  the  family  of 
former  trustee  and  chairman  of  the 
board  W.  Gregory  Horton. 

The  gift  and  naming  of  the  Horton 
School  of  Music  was  announced  during 
an  April  memorial  service  on  campus. 
Dr.  Jairy  C.  Hunter  Jr.,  president,  and 
board  chairman  Bob  Edwards  unveiled 
a  gold  sign  portraying  the  music 
school's  new  name. 

Also  announced  was  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Horton  Chair  of  Church 
Music  which  will  be  funded  by 
endowment  earnings.  The  gift  provides 
support  for  a  professor  of  church 
music,  professional  development 
education,  church  music  student 
scholarships,  performances  and  travel, 
and  workshops  for  church  musicians 
throughout  South  Carolina. 

Both  resolutions  were  passed 
unanimously  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
on  April  22. 

"I  can't  tell  you  how  honored  and 
appreciative  we  are  to  receive  such  a 
generous  gift  from  this  dear  family," 


The  sounds  of  music 

Horton  family  gives  $1  million  to  School  of  Music 


Hunter  said.  "Greg  was  one  of  my  best 
friends  and  a  close  member  of  the  CSU 
family.  We  all  grieve  his  loss,  but  we 
celebrate  the  fact  that  such  a  special 
part  of  him  lives  on  through  this  gift." 

The  department  of  music  has  an 
enrollment  of  more  than  70  students.  It 
also  houses  the  state's  only  accredited 
music  therapy  program. 

Horton  died  unexpectedly  after 
surgery  in  February  1997  at  the  age  of 
60.  He  was  committed  to  quality 
church  music  programs  and  gave  freely 
of  his  time  to  numerous  Baptist 
churches  across  the  state.  In  1993  the 
Horton  family  established  the  Horton 
Family  Endowed  Scholarship  at  CSU 
for  music  therapy  majors.  His  daughter

Horton  was  remembered  by  family 
and  friends  as  a  generous  man  who  not 
only  "talked  the  talk,  but  walked  the 
walk."  Although  Horton  considered 
himself  a  servant,  he  was  well  known 
by  state  officials. 


"Greg  was  not  simply  a  friend.  He 
was  a  best  friend  to  Mary  Wood  and 
me,"  said  Gov.  David  Beasley.  "As  I 
grew  in  my  Christian  walk,  Greg  was 
always  there  to  counsel,  comfort  and 
guide  me.  He  was  always  available  to 
offer  words  of  encouragement." 

Beasley  praised  Horton  for  his 
dedication.  "Whether  as  president  of 
the  S.C.  Baptist  Convention  or  as  a 
missionary  to  the  regions  beyond,  Greg 
Horton's  sole  commitment  was  to  use 
himself,  his  family  and  his  resources  to 
spread  the  "good  news"  of  the  gospel 
throughout  the  entire  world." 

State  Superintendent  of  Education 
Barbara  Nielsen  recalled  Horton's 
contributions  to  state  education.  "His 
death  has  left  a  void  in  the  state  board, 
and  I  will  miss  him  as  a  friend,"  she 
said.  "My  parents  have  always  told  me 
that  when  you  come  to  the  end  of  your 
life  you  should  count  the  friends  you 
have  made  and  the  lives  you  have 
touched.  Greg  had  many  friends  and 
touched  many  lives." 

Lt.  Gov.  Bob  Peeler  and  W.  Ben 
Nesbit,  special  assistant  on  character 
education  with  the  state  Department  of 
Education,  were  also  close  friends  of 
Horton's  and  although  unable  to  attend 
the  service,  sent  remarks  of  praise. 

In  addition  to  the  numerous 
contributions  he  made  at  CSU,  Horton 
had  a  keen  business  sense.  A  resident 
of  Simpsonville,  he  was  owner  and 
president  of  Sunrise  Enterprises  Inc., 
RyPam  Management  Corp.  and  Dove 
International  Travel  Inc.  of  Atlanta.  He 
was  one  of  the  founding  partners  of 
Quincy's  Family  Steak  House  chain 
and  Ryan's  Family  Steak  Houses. 

He  and  his  wife  Bobbie  have  three 
children,  Laurie,  Andy  and  Chris.  ED 
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Helping  students 
stay  in  college 

Student  Success  Center 
opens  this  fall

A  ny  college  student  enrolled  for 
L  V.  more  than  two  weeks  can  prob- 
ably tell  you  they've  experienced  se- 
rious doubts  when  it  comes  to  aca- 
demic success.  Just  the  intimidation 
of  skimming  through  a  course  sylla- 
bus is  enough  to  send  quivers  down 
the  spine  of  many  an  academic  scholar. 

With  a  student-friendly  environ- 
ment in  mind,  CSU's  Student  Success 
Center  opens  this  fall  in  the  Strom 
Thurmond  Student  Center.  The  cen- 
ter is  undergoing  remodeling  in  the 
current  location  of  Lingle  Theater. 

The  center  will  offer  centralized 
services  such  as  tutoring,  academic 
advising.  Career  Services,  internship 
coordination  and  special  needs  accom- 
modations for  students  who  have  dis- 
abilities. 

"It's  really  a  student-centered 
idea,"  said  Dr.  Mary  Gene  Ryan,  di- 
rector of  the  Student  Success  Center. 
"It  greatly  enhances  students'  chances 
of  having  a  positive  college  experi- 
ence." 

Academic  problems  are  the  most 
common  reason  students  drop  out,  she 
said.  "We've  set  up  a  system  that  will 
give  us  early  notice  on  academic  prob- 
lems, so  we  can  help  students  before 
it's  too  late,"  Ryan  said.  "We'll  be 
watching  for  red  flags." 

Another  common  retention  issue 
is  lack  of  relationships  formed  with 
others  on  campus.  Ryan  believes  that 
happens  more  frequently  when  stu- 
dents are  undecided  on  a  field  of  study. 

"Once  they  declare  a  major  and 
get  hooked  in  with  faculty  they  tend 
to  stay,"  she  said.  "If  they  don't  know 
what  they  want  to  do  we'll  refer  them 
to  Career  Placement." 

Creation  of  the  center  is  part  of 
the  university's  strategic  plan  and  was 
adopted  this  spring  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  ESU

Abroad  in  Spain  program. 

Accompanied  by  Dr.  Pamela  Peek, 
CSU  program  director  and  assistant 
professor  of  Spanish,  the  students 
studied  at  Estudio  Intemacional 
Sampere,  a  language  institute  that 
specializes  in  teaching  Spanish  to 
students  from  all  over  the  world.  The 
institute  is  in  Salamanca,  Spain. 
Participating  students  were  Allison 
Arreola,  from  Santa  Rosa,  Calif.; 
Carlisse  Dawson  and  Jeremy  Woods, 
both  from  Charleston;  Amanda 
Holbert,  from  Conway;  Barbara  Kocak, 
from  Ladson;  and  Jennifer  Whatley, 
from  Lithia  Springs,  Ga.

High-tech  computers 
bring  chemistry  lab  to  life 


As  the  red  line  inches  up  the  graph 
L  on  the  monitor  charting  a 
temperature  increase,  it's  easy  to 
understand  why  chemistry  professors 
Dr.  Clyde  Odom  and  Dr.  Rebecca 
Hanckel  can  hardly  wait  for  their 
students  to  return  in  the  fall. 

When  classes  resume,  chemistry 
students  at  CSU  will  be  welcomed  by 
10  specially-made  computers  complete 
with  CD-ROM  and  color  monitors  and 
three  printers.  The  computers  will  take 
the  hands-on  out  of  documenting 
experiment  results,  allowing  students 
more  time  to  analyze  and  discuss  data. 

This  is  not  your  average  chemistry 
lab.  Gone  is  the  graph  paper  and  hand- 
held thermometers. 

'"Chemistry  will  become  the 


experience  and  not  the  handling  of  the 
data,"  said  Hanckel,  associate 
professor  of  chemistry.  "In  the 
laboratory  you  have  a  limited  period  of 
time.  You  don't  want  to  spend  the 
majority  of  time  documenting.  With 
the  new  system,  while  they're  still  in 
the  lab  they'll  have  discussion  and 
closure  on  experiments.  Now  we're 
going  to  do  experiments  the  way  they 
do  in  industry." 

Odom,  professor  of  chemistry  and 
chairperson  of  the  department  of 
physical  sciences,  estimated  approxi- 
mately 100  students  per  semester  will 
utilize  the  equipment.  They  include 
students  majoring  in  nursing,  math, 
biology  and  health  professions  as  well 
as  chemistry.  GED

Alumni  in  Action: 

Gandy  seeks  causes, 
cure  for  Alzheimer's

I  think  your  strengths  lie  in  this 
area."  How  many  of  you  heard  this  at 
some  point  early  in  your  college  career 
and  chose  to  ignore  or  accept  it?  Sam 
Gandy  '76  was  told  this  by  his 
freshman  advisor  and  decided  to  take 
the  advice. 


Gandy,  a  Chesterfield  native,  first 
heard  about  Baptist  College  from  a 
number  of  his  high  school  friends  who 
had  decided  to  attend.  He  soon 
learned  of  the  scholarship  opportuni- 
ties available  and  decided  to  enroll. 

As  a  presidential  scholar,  Gandy 
entered  with  the  intention  of  spending 
two  years  here  and  completing  his 
degree  in  the  pharmacy  program  at  the 
Medical  University  of  South  Carolina. 
But  because  of  the  advice  from  his 
freshman  advisor.  Dr.  A.K.  Bonnette, 
he  is  now  Dr.  Sam  Gandy,  associate 
professor  of  neurology  and  neuro- 
science  at  Cornell  University  Medical 
College  in  New  York,  NY 

"I  wanted  to  be  a  pharmacist 


because  my  dad  owned  a  drug  store  for 
years  and  was  never  licensed  to 
practice  pharmacy,"  Gandy  said.  "So  I 
decided  I  would  be  a  pharmacist  and 
work  in  his  store." 

As  a  student  in  Bonnette's 
chemistry  class  his  ability  was 


recognized,  and  he  was  challenged  to 
rethink  his  decision  about  pharmacy 
school.  Bonnette  encouraged  him  to 
pursue  a  B.S.  degree  in  chemistry  and 
continue  his  education  at  MUSC  in  the 
medical  program. 

He  followed  the  direction 
Bonnette  gave,  and  completed  his 
undergraduate  degree  in  1976.  He 
continued  at  MUSC  where  he  com- 
pleted his  medical  degree  in  1982. 

"I  consider  Dr.  A.K.  Bonnette  to 
be  the  most  influential  professor  I  had 
while  at  BCC,"  said  Gandy.  "My 
memories  of  days  at  BCC  are  very 
fond,  and  I  hold  them  close  to  my 
heart." 

Today,  Gandy  runs  a  research  lab 


at  Cornell  University  Medical  College 
whose  primary  purpose  is  to  determine 
the  molecular  causes  of  Alzheimer's. 
He  is  also  working  to  develop  drugs 
that  will  one  day  prevent  the  disease. 
"My  No.  1  goal  is  to  find  an  effective 
way  to  prevent  or  delay  the  develop- 
ment of  Alzheimer's  in  my  lifetime," 
he  said. 

His  work  has  been  supported 
since  1986  by  the  National  Institute  of 
Health  and  he  will  chair  the  NIH 
gTants  committee  this  fall. 

Gandy  and  his  wife  Michelle  are 
both  neuroscientists,  she  a  child 
neurologist.  "We  find  it  humorous 
that  she  studies  the  development  of  (he 
brain,  and  I  study  how  the  brain 
degenerates,"  Gandy  said. 

During  their  leisure  tune  they 
enjoy  New  York  culture,  the  movies 
and  the  theater.  The  Gandys  also  like 
sailing,  traveling  and  learning  about 
unique  places.  EEfll

You  get  what  you  give 

Former  CSV  track  star  keeps  L.A.  streets  safe

W hen  Andrey  Wi lions, '87 
enrolled  at  Charleston  Southern 
University  (then  Baptist  College)  14 
years  ago  he  was  looking  for  an 
impressive  track  team  to  join.  A  self- 
descnbed  atheist,  Wilkins  was  focused 
on  athletics  back  then. 

"When  I  got  here  I  was  in  shock," 
he  said.  "There  were  so  many 
Christians  here.  I  had  turned  away 
from  God  when  I  was  1 2.  1  told  them  I 
was  an  atheist,  and  they  were  not 
judgmental.  They  just  talked  to  me 
and  it  really  meant  a  lot  to  me." 

Four  years  later  he  graduated  not 
only  as  a  track  star,  but  a  young  man 
with  a  renewed  faith  he  would  need 
down  the  line. 

Wilkins  is  one  of  five  who  was 
recently  inducted  into  CSU's  Athletic 
Hall  of  Fame.  He  holds  the  school's 
record  in  the  200  meter  with  a  time  of 
21.22  and  400  meter  with  46.04. 
Wilkins  was  also  a  member  of  four 
relay  teams  that  hold  school  records. 
He  scored  more  than  200  points  in  his 
career  on  campus. 

Wilkins  went  on  to  become  a 
Marine  Corps  captain,  and  is  now  a 


Senior  Lead  Officer  with  the  Los 
Angeles  Police  Department.  Although 
he's  met  O.J.  Simpson  and  describes 
him  as  "quiet,"  his  work  typically  takes 
him  into  some  of  the  most  treacherous 
streets  of  L.A.  where  riots,  gangs, 
domestic  violence  and  drugs  are 
commonplace. 

"Being  a  Christian  makes  it 
bearable,"  he  said.  "I  see  the  down 
and  out  and  the  kids  with  no  place  to 
go.  They  expect  most  LAPD  officers 
to  be  rough,  and  sometimes  I  have  to 
be,  but  I  can  understand  how  hard  it  is. 
I  can  talk  to  them  about  making  things 
better." 

He  recalls  one  domestic  violence 
incident  in  which  fear  and  faith  were 
closely  intermingled.  "It  was  a 
domestic  violence  situation  involving  a 
gang  member  I  recognized,"  Wilkins 
said.  "He  was  armed,  and  there  were 
kids  running  around  everywhere.  I 
didn't  shoot  because  I  knew  Fd  hit  one 
of  them.  He  ended  up  setting  the 
whole  building  on  fire  and  committing 
suicide.  I  just  prayed  and  prayed." 

Wilkins  joined  the  LAPD  four 
years  ago  as  an  undercover  investiga- 


tor. The  professionally  dressed 
Wilkins  seems  a  far  cry  from  the 
street-smart  undercover  officer  he 
describes.  "As  a  Christian  that  was 
hard,"  he  said.  "You're  calling 
everybody  names  and  acting  like  drugs 
are  something  you  want.  I  had  to  buy 
and  sell  drugs.  The  big  picture  was 
we  got  the  drugs  off  the  streets  and 
that's  what  I  was  there  to  do." 

Wilkins'  profession  allows  him  to 
give  back  some  of  what  he  received  at 
CSU.  He  recalls  a  time  when  as  a 
student,  his  faith  was  shaky  and  his 
coach  stepped  in. 

"My  senior  year  I  kind  of  lost  it 
for  a  while,"  he  said.  "Coach  (Jim) 
Settle  talked  to  me.  He  said  'you've 
got  a  lot  of  good  things  going  on,  and 
you're  getting  ready  to  blow  it.'  He 
didn't  want  to  be  around  me  to  watch 
me  hurt  myself.  It  really  hurt  me  that 
he  was  so  concerned,  and  it  woke  me 
up."  Settle  beamed  proudly  in  the 
audience  as  Wilkins  was  inducted. 

"I  loved  Baptist  College," 
Wilkins  said.  "It  really  changed  my 
life."  H2D

substitute,  but  there  is  only  diapers 
and  babies  and  laundry  and  diapers  ... 
It  was  then  that  I  discovered  another 
facet  of  my  education.  I  can  still  hear 
Dr.  Hasty  encouraging  and  even 
outright  badgering  us  into  really 
thinking,  examining  the  possibilities, 
and  questioning  the  status  quo.  To 
add  insult,  it  seemed,  to  injury,  we  had 
to  say  our  ideas  out  loud  in  class.  (It 
was  1/3  of  our  grade.) 

I  could  clearly  imagine  Dr.  Hasty 
challenging  me,  as  he  did  all  of  his 


students,  to  do  anything  I  wanted  to  do. 
"Just  think  it  through."  As  you  reflect 
on  your  accomplishments  and  those  of 
your  classmates,  that  logic  works  every 
time.  For  me  a  lightbulb  finally  comes 
on.  Now  there  is  no  mold  to  fit  into. 
Instead  of  that  being  a  limitation,  it 
creates  an  almost  endless  set  of 
possibilities.  All  I  need  is  to  set  a  goal 
and  "go  for  it."  Since  then,  I  have  done 
just  that  over  and  over  with  great 
success.  Concentrate  on  the  possibili- 
ties, not  the  limitations.  Wow!  What  a 
concept. 

There  is  another  part  of  my 
education  (loosely  defined)  that  has 


been  so  valuable  to  me.  We  learned 
how  to  play.  Clearly,  there  was  an 
impending  sense  that  the  college  years 
might  be  the  last  time  in  life  for  play. 
So  we  played  sports,  and  watched 
others  play  sports,  and  played  in  the 
Reflection  Pond,  and  played  while  we 
stayed  up  half  the  night  studying,  and 
on  and  on...

Five  Charleston  Southern 
University  alumni,  one  an 
Olympic  silver  medalist  and  all  record 
holders  in  their  individual  sports,  were 
inducted  into  the  school's  Athletic  Hall 
of  Fame  on  May  5. 

Inducted  were  Andrey  Wilkins 
'87,  of  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  Charlie 
Simpkins  '87,  of  Aiken,  SC.,  Ben 
Hinson  '87,  of  Monroe,  N.C.;  Eddie 
Talley  '82,  of  Sumter,  and  Glen  Gorton 
"85,  of  Elizabethtown,  Pa.  CSU 
athletes  are  eligible  for  Hall  of  Fame 
consideration  10  years  after  graduation, 
said  Howard  Bagwell,  CSU  athletic 
director.  Bagwell  presided  over  the 
ceremony  and  remembered  each 
inductee  with  pride. 

Simpkins  is  a  triple  jump  silver 
medalist  from  the  1992  Olympic- 
games  in  Barcelona,  Spain.  He  scored 
159  points  in  only  two  seasons  at  CSU 


and  was  named  an 
NCAA  All  American. 
Simpkins  withdrew 
from  school  after  two 
years  to  join  the 
professional  track  tour. 
His  career  includes  the

Goodwill  Games  and 
the  World  Sports 
Festival.  In  addition, 
he  ranked  in  the  top  10  in  the  world 
eight  times  and  top  10  in  the  United 
States  10  times. 

Wilkins  holds  school  records  in 
the  200  meter  with  a  time  of  21.22  and 
the  400  meter  with  46.04.  He  scored 
more  than  200  points  during  his  career. 
Talley  is  basketball  coach  and 
headmaster  at  Wilson  Hall  in  Sumter. 
He  ranks  fifth  on  all  time  scoring  with 
1 ,476  points  and  filth  on  all-time  field 
goals  with  a  total  of  557.

Softball 

The  softball  team  showed  marked 
improvement  this  season,  finishing 
with  a  record  of  15-27  and  winning  six 
more  games  than  the  year  before.

Freshman  Jaci  Stein  led  the  team 
with  a  .315  batting  average  while 
senior  Kelly  Mulligan  finished  with  a 
.301  average.  Sophomore  Monica 
Neuert  paced  the  pitching  staff  with  six 
victories. 

The  season  was  highlighted  by 
sweeping  a  pair  of  doubleheaders 
against  crosstown  rival  College  of 
Charleston.  The  Lady  Bucs  also 
captured  two  wins  at  the  Winthrop 
Invitational. 

Men's  Tennis 

A  dramatic  4-3  loss  to  Winthrop 
in  the  championship  match  of  the  Big 
South  Tournament  denied  the  men's 
tennis  team  a  second  consecutive 
conference  title.  Despite  that  disap- 
pointment, the  Bucs  enjoyed  a  solid 
season,  finishing  with  a  record  of  16-8 
and  a  6-1  mark  in  conference  play. 

Junior  Trevor  Bethune  was  named 
first  team  all-conference  for  the  third 
time  in  his  career,  posting  a  15-9 
singles  record.  Bethune  and  junior 
Matt  Halfpenny  combined  to  form  an 
all-conference  doubles  squad. 

Sophomore  Fabio  Vicente  was 
17-7  in  singles  play  while  fellow 
second  year  player  Nicolas  Lavallee 
won  15  singles  matches.  Lavallee  was 
also  named  to  the  conference  all- 
academic  squad  with  a  perfect  4.0 
grade  point  ratio. 

Women's  Tennis 

The  women's  tennis  team  finished 
with  a  10-13  record,  including  a  3-3 
mark  in  Big  South  play,  and  reached 


the  semifinals  of  the  conference 
tournament  for  the  second  straight 
year. 

Sophomore  Bnanna  Lynch  was 
tabbed  a  first  team  all-conference 
performer  tor  the  second  time  after 
winning  eight  matches  against  difficult 
competition  at  the  number  one  singles 
spot.  Senior  Simona  Polepil  led  the 
Lady  Bucs  with  16  single  victories, 
while  sophomores  Kim  Taber  (15 
wins)  and  Jill  Lewis  (14  wins)  also  had 
solid  seasons. 

Women's  Golf 

The  women's  golf  team  captured 
the  Big  South  title  for  the  first  time  and 
finished  the  season  ranked  a  lofty  55th 
out  of  289  Division  I  programs  in  the 
nation.  Other  highlights  included  a 
team  victory  in  the  CSU  Fall  Invita- 
tional and  second  place  finishes  in  the 
CSU  Spring  Invitational  and  the 
Cougar  Invitational. 

Individually,  Kan  Tomash 
enjoyed  an  outstanding  senior  season. 
Tomash  finished  in  the  top  10  in  nine 
tournaments,  including  third  place  at 
the  Big  South  Championship  to  earn 
all-conference  honors  as  well  as  team 
most  valuable  player  recognition. 
Fellow  senior  Sara  Meldrum  and 
freshman  Gemma  Hobbs  joined 
Tomash  on  the  all-conference  team, 
with  Hobbs  being  selected  the  Big 
South  rookie  of  the  year. 

Men's  Golf 

The  men's  golf  team  turned  in 
some  impressive  performances  during 
the  season.  The  Bucs  finished  third  at 
the  Jamaica  Invitational  in  Montego 
Bay  in  the  spring  and  were  fourth  at 
the  Pirate  Invitational  in  the  fall.  They 
capped  their  season  with  a  fourth  place 
finish  at  the  Big  South  Championship. 

Sophomore  Jim  Gardas  was 
named  the  team's  most  valuable  player 
after  finishing  in  the  top  10  in  four 
tournaments.  He  was  first  or  second 
among  all  CSU  players  in  eight  of  nine 
tournaments  during  the  season, 
including  seventh  at  the  Big  South  to 


earn  all-conference  honors.  Gardas 
also  received  the  Big  South  scholar 
athlete  of  the  year  award  with  a  grade 
point  ratio  of  3.95. 

Men's  Track 

The  track  team  placed  second  at 
the  Big  South  Championships, 
claimed  12  spots  on  the  all-confer- 
ence team  and  received  two  of  the 
top  individual  awards.  Jonathan 
Daniels  was  named  the  meet's  most 
outstanding  performer  after  taking 
first  place  in  the  high  jump,  long 
jump  and  triple  jump.  Andy  Henry 
was  selected  Big  South  coach  of  the 
year  for  the  second  consecutive 
season. 

C.J.  White,  Doug  Hazel  and 
Anthony  Reed  were  all-conference  in 
two  different  events.  White  won  the 
200  meter  dash  while  placing  third  in 
the  400  meters.  Hazel  took  first  place 
in  the  110  meter  hurdles  and  third  in 
the  400  meter  hurdles.  Reed  was 
second  in  both  the  high  jump  and 
triple  jump. 

Kevin  Rathke  took  the  top  spot 
in  the  shot  put  while  Dwight  Huell 
finished  third  in  the  high  jump  and 
Derek  Allmond  was  third  in  the  triple 
jump.  The  Bucs  also  had  all- 
conference  squads  in  the  4  x  100 
meter  relay  (third  place)  and  4  x  400 
meter  relay  (second). 

Women's  Track 

Despite  finishing  fourth  at  the 
Big  South  Championships,  the 
women's  track  team  was  still  able  to 
claim  the  meet's  most  outstanding 
athlete  in  Tosha  Ansley.  Ansley  set 
conference  and  meet  marks  in  the 
100  meter  hurdles  and  the  long  jump. 
She  also  placed  second  in  the  triple 
jump  and  third  in  the  400  meter 
hurdles. 

Two  other  athletes  earned  all- 
conference  individual  honors. 
Jeanette  Sayers  finished  first  in  the 
javelin  while  Bridget  Posey  took 
third  place  in  the  400  meters.  The 
Bucs  also  took  third  place  as  a  team 
in  the  4  x  100  meter  relay.  [ED

Student-Athletes  excel  in  classroom

All  16  athletic  teams  posted  cumulative  grade  point  ratios  of  2.0  or  higher  for 
the  1996-97  school  year,  including  four  squads  with  GPRs  of  3.0  or  higher. 

The  CSU  men's  tennis  team  led  the  way  with  a  GPR  of  3.10.  Other  teams 
recording  averages  above  the  3.0  mark  were  volleyball  (3.06)  and  women's 
basketball  and  women's  golf  (both  3.02). 

The  cumulative  GPR  for  the  entire  athletic  department  was  2.54,  an  increase 
of  nearly  half  a  point  from  the  1995-96  school  year. 

Daimon  Bridge  (men's  golf)  and  Wendy  Ennis  (women's  soccer)  had  the  top 
individual  GPRs  for  any  graduating  senior  and  were  nominated  by  the  school  for 
the  Big  South's  Chnstenberry  Award. 

A  total  of  58  student-athletes  had  GPRs  of  3.0  or  higher  and  were  named  to 
the  Big  South  Presidential  Honor  Roll.  Of  those  58,  Allison  Arreola  (volleyball), 
Nicolas  Lavallee  (men's  tennis)  and  Elver  Grimm  (men's  golf)  had  perfect  4.0 
averages.
